External Speaker 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack External Speaker is ideal for use with hand- 
held CBs, scanners, walkie-talkies, and Family Radio Service 
(FRS) radios. The speaker is acoustically designed to cover fre- 
quencies used for speech, enhancing voice intelligibility even 
under high-noise conditions. You can mount the speaker in al- 
most any vehicle. 


INSTALLATION 

You can mount the speaker above or below a dashboard, or on 
a rear deck or any other location in your vehicle. 

Place the speaker as close as possible to the selected mount- 
ing location. We recommend that you temporarily connect it to 
your radio, then test the connection. Next, mount it in your vehi- 
cle then reconnect it. 

Cautions: 

• Do not mount the speaker where it will be in direct sunlight. 

• Do not mount the speaker where it will block air condition- 
ing or heating vents. 

• Avoid routing the speaker’s cable near moving parts or 
sharp edges. 

Follow these steps to install the speaker. 

1. Select a location that provides secure mounting and lets 
your speaker project the clearest sound. 

2. Using the holes in the supplied mounting bracket as a tem- 
plate, mark the positions for the screw holes. 

3. In each marked location, drill a hole slightly smaller than 
the supplied mounting screws. 

Caution: Be careful not to drill into anything behind the 
mounting surface. 

4. Using a Phillips screwdriver, attach the mounting bracket to 
the mounting surface with the supplied self-tapping screws 
and speed nuts as shown. 



5. Attach the speaker to the mounting bracket using the sup- 
plied thumb screws. 

6. Swivel the speaker to the desired angle and tighten the 
thumb screws securely. 

7. Insert the speaker's plug into your radio’s external or 
remote speaker jack. 

8. If necessary, use wire ties or clamps (not supplied) to 
secure the speaker’s cable.
